Federal controis on housing
and building materials are not
being relaxed, and the govern-
ment’s enforcement activities in
behalf of present regulations will
continue.

Preston L. Wright, regional
representative of Housing Expe-
diter Frank R. Creedon, issued
that warning today.

Wright's statement coincided
with circulation of reports to

'|the contrary in commercial and

industrial building circles, gener-
ated since President Truman's
announcement last week end
that the Office of the Housing
Expediter will assume on April
1 the responsibility for housing
control§ now administered by the
Civilian Production Administra-
tion.

Wright said restriction of. the
use - of building materials for
commercial and industrial pur-
poses will continue until an ade-
quate supply for veterans’ hous-
ing is available, in line with the
mandate of Congress in the Pat-
man Act, which is the legislative
basis of the veterans

(County Takes
Street Lights
Supervision

Los Angeles county will here-
after assume full financial
sponsibility for the installation
and maintenance of street lights
at major cross. roads in county
territory, according to Supervi-
sor Raymond V. Darby, chair-
man of the board of supervisors.

The Board also approved rec-
ommendations whereby the coun-
ty will assume full financial re-
sponsibility for street lights
where they are in the interests
of traffic and pbdcslx-ian pro-
tection, and for installation and
maintenance costs where flood
lights are needed for pedestrian
traffic. In business districts, the
county will assume 40% of the
installation costs provided that
such lights are not ornamental
in type; in the case of ornamen-
tal types of lighting, the amount
contributed: by the county will
be on'a pro rata basis, to be
determined by the board in each
specific case.

The board of supervisors, de-
clared Supervisor Darby, has le-
gal -authority under the 1911
Act, to make contributions” to
the formation - of lighting  dis-
tricts from the general fund,
from gasoline tax funds, or from
the supervisorial road. district
tax funds.
